H.1 Contracting Officer’s Representative (COR)

H.2 Identification of Contractor Employees

Contractor employees shall identify themselves as contractor personnel by introducing themselves or being
introduced as contractor personnel and displaying distinguishing badges or other visible identification for
meetings with Government personnel. In addition contractor personnel shall appropriately identify
themselves as contractor employees in telephone conversations and in formal and informal written
correspondence.

H.3 Organizational Conflict of Interest (OCI)

Limitation of Future Contracting. The Contracting Officer has determined that this acquisition may give
rise to a potential conflict of interest. Prospective Offerors should read FAR Subpart 9.5 -- Organizational
and Consultant Conflicts of Interest. This task may involve systems engineering and technical direction for
the Marine Corps Systems Command Office of the Command Information Officer Information
Technology Services program that will preclude Contractor involvement in future efforts. The restrictions
upon future contracting are as follows:

(a) “Organizational Conflict of Interest” means that because of other activities or relationships with other
persons, a person is unable or potentially unable to render impartial assistance or advice to the
government, or the person’s objectivity in performing the contract work is or might be otherwise impaired,
or a person has an unfair competitive advantage. ‘“Person” as used herein includes corporations,
partnerships, joint ventures, and other business enterprises.

(b) The contractor warrants that to the best of its knowledge and belief, and except as otherwise set forth in
the contract, the contractor does not have any organizational conflict of interest(s) as defined in paragraph

(a).

(c) It is recognized that the effort to be performed by the Contractor under this contract may create a
potential organizational conflict of interest on the instant contract or on a future acquisition. In order to
avoid potential conflict of interest, and at the same time to avoid prejudicing the best interest of the
government, the right of the contractor to participate in future procurement of equipment and/or services
that are the subject of any work under this contract shall be limited as described below in accordance with
the requirements of FAR 9.5.

(d)

(1) The contractor agrees that it shall not release, disclose, or use in any way that would permit or result in
disclosure to any party outside the government any information provided to the contract by the
government during or as a result of performance of this contract. Such information includes, but is not
limited to, information submitted to the government on confidential basis by other persons. Further, the
prohibition against release of government provided information extends to cover such information whether
or not in its original form, e.g., where the information has been included in contractor generated work or
where it is discernible from materials incorporating or based upon such information.

H.9 Relationships with Foreign Government

communication with the U.S. Government contracting officer. The contractor shall coordinate logistics and
resolve all issues with the FMS foreign purchaser Point of Contact (POC) before training starts. The
contractor shall not deliver to the foreign purchaser any technical data or WDZ product until the contractor
receives clear evidence that such delivery of the data is (1) approved by the U.S. State Department
pursuant to the International Traffic in Arms Regulation (ITAR), or (2) approval is not required.

H.10 Key Personnel
The contractor shall provide the names and qualifications of proposed trainers for approval by the COR

prior to the start of work. Trainers shall be well versed in all aspects of WDZ. Substitutions of proposed
trainers shall only be allowed with approval by the COR.
